state legislators’ faults, said their 
first instinct in dealing with a problem 
is to prohibit the activity. “An exam- 
ple is surrogate parenthood. “The 
Legislature wanted to prohibit it, but 
more sober minds prevailed,” she 
said. 

According to Blumner, George 
Bush and the Republicans incorrectly 
articulated the policies and activities 
of the ACLU in his campaign. “He 
mischaracterized what we do and I 
think he was able to get quite a bit of 
mileage from labeling Dukakis as a 
former ACLU member.” 

Blumner said many people misun- 
derstand the ACLU agenda when 
they view only a small part of the 
organization’s agenda. 

The biggest problem the ACLU 
faces is how the organization is per- 
ceived by others. “We are involved in 
alot, but the public only hears about a 
few cases a year, and they (the few 
cases mentioned) tend to give a nega- 
tive reaction, but the public does not 
understand why,” said Blumner. 

“It’s not that we appreciate what 
the Nazis have to say or that we ad- 
vance the lifestyle of the homosexuals 
or that we encourage every pregnant 
woman to get an abortion. 

“We are out there simply to protect 
the rights of individuals wherever 
they’re attacked, and it’s always the 
people in the minority whose free- 
doms are attacked,” Blumner said. 

Blumner said she misses New 
York, but she enjoys her job and has 
no immediate plans for leaving. 
“There are a lot challenges that have 
not been taken up and I don’t feel my 
work is complete here yet. I wouldn’t 
work 70 hours a week if I didn’t love 
it,” Blumner said. 

“Maybe one day working inside the 
government instead of attacking 
them as I do now will be the alterna- 
tive for me, but I have no set plans,” 
Blumner said. 

Blumner feels that her current po- 
sition of being able to ensure people of 
their individual rights and creating 
Constitutional law is a noble and hon- 
orable cause. “I feel very good about 
what I do.”

BYUSA proposes plan 
for fund distribution

This year BYUSA will continue to 
distribute funds for student research. 

However, for next fall semester, 
the BYUSA presidency has proposed 
that the university be responsible for 
funding student research, according 
to BYUSA President Mark Crockett. 

“We have proposed that the univer- 
sity fund student research through 
the colleges rather than the student 
association. We still need to make 
some more specific proposals and we 
will be doing so in the next few 
months,” Crockett said. 

There are two reasons for the pro- 
posal. First, the BYUSA presidency 
acts as the review board for student 
research proposals. However, the 
seven-member committee feels de- 
partmental leaders are more qualified 
to make decisions about the worth of 
student research projects, according 
to Crockett. 

For example, it would be difficult 
for the review board to evaluate the 
relative worth of an engineering pro- 
ject in comparison to another, éspe- 
cially if members of the committee did 
not have a knowledge of engineering. 

Another reason comes from the 
university’s mission to fund student 
research, according to Crockett. 

As stated by President Jeffrey R. 
Holland in Nov. 1981, “Scholarly re- 
search and creative endeavor among 
both faculty and students, including 
those in selected graduate programs 
of real consequence, are essential and 
will be encouraged.” 

Crockett said, “We think that the 
university ought to make a conscious 
decision about how much money it 
would like to apportion to student re- 
search.” 

Before the beginning of fall 
semester, the BY USA presidency de- 
cided not to fund student projects any 
longer. “Unless we didn’t pick the 
slack for a year, students would be 
left on their own,” Crockett said. 


With this reasoning, the review 


board will accept student research 
proposals until Nov. 30. BYUSA has 
allocated $3,500 from its budget to 
fund student research projects. 


This deadline is set to “give all ap- 
plicants an equal chance at receiving 
funding,” Crockett said. “If we string 
out the deadline then all the money 
might be gone before some excellent 
proposals come in,” he said. 

The Student Funding Board under 
jurisdiction of the Student Advisory 
Council has also been formed to evalu- 
ate the funding process, research stu- 
dent opinion and form to a proposal, 
Crockett said. 

The board will evaluate each pro- 
ject according to three criteria: first,, 
research must be done by students. 
Second, the project must be signifi- 
cant to society. Third, the project 
must be shared by the university. 

Last year, the ASBYU student 
government president appointed an 
independent board of students to re- 
view applications and allocate $5,000 
for ASBYU officers and $5,000 for 
students. 

The four-member committee dis- 
tributed money to assist students to 
do research, attend conferences, 
present papers or attend workshops 
as a BYU representative. The AS- 
BYU Student Funding Board also re- 
quired the student to be present at 
the weekly review meetings to ex- 
plain his proposal. 

Presently, BYU does not have a 


‘budget which directly supports stu- 


dent research. Rather, the university 
is geared to find support for faculty 
members, said Carol R. Hardman, as- 
sociate director of the Office of Re- 
search Administration. 

However, students have indirect 
access to funding by working on a fac- 
ulty-proposed research project under 
faculty guidance, according to Brent 
Harker, assistant director of Public 
Communications. 

Since BYU does not have such a 
program, students may look else- 
where. Support within the university 
is found at the Office of Research Ad- 
ministration and the Computer Assis- 
tant Research Service in the library. 
The best possible source of internal 
funding is through a professor of each 
department, according to Merle T. 
White, administrative assistant to 
the dean of Physical and Mathemati- 
cal Sciences. 


Bush names chief of staff 
and Treasury secretary

WASHINGTON — President- 
elect George Bush announced Tues- 
day that he was asking Nicholas 
Brady to remain as Treasury secre- 
tary and, a source said, asked New 
Hampshire Gov. John Sununu to be 
his White House chief of staff. 

Sununu, who is retiring as gover- 
nor, had been one of two top candi- 
dates for the job, along with Craig 


Fuller, who was chief of staff for . 


nearly four years in Bush’s vice presi- 
dential office. 

An official announcement of Su- 
nunu’s appointment was expected 
later. 

Bush spokeswoman Sheila Tate, af- 
ter talking with Fuller and transition 
co-director Robert Teeter, said late 
Tuesday, “The vice president has not 
indicated to us he’s made a decision.” 

However, a source said Bush had 
decided on Sununu, whom he had in- 
vited to a private dinner Monday 
night at a vacation retreat in Florida 


and who flew back to Washington 


with Bush on Tuesday. 

Bush made the announcement to 
keep Brady after meeting with Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Kohl, the 
first of a string of sessions the presi- 
dent-elect has scheduled with foreign 
leaders. Bush will meet Wednesday 
with British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, and will confer with 
Soviet President Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev next month. 

Bush also said Tuesday that his ad- 
ministration would work to reduce 
the budget deficit while resisting 
higher taxes and trade protectionism. 


His decision to keep Brady, 58, in 
the Cabinet was expected. 

“Our most important priority is to 
keep our economy growing with low 
inflation and he knows that we must 
resist the policies that will impede 
that effort, such as raising taxes or 
resorting to protection,” Bush said. 

He said Brady “knows we’ve got to 
sit down with the Congress on a 
deficit-reduction agreement and 
we've got to do it soon.”

Soviet shuttle hailed as major success 


MOSCOW — The Soviets broke the U.S. monopoly on reusable spacecraft 
Tuesday by launching their own space shuttle on a 3!/2-hour, unmanned orbital 
flight that President Mikhail S. Gorbachev hailed as a major coup for his 
country. 

“The space plane has ushered in a new era in the history of Soviet space 
exploration,” state-run Radio Moscow declared after the 100-ton Buran made 
two orbits, streaked earthward in a fireball and landed at a specially built 
runaway in Soviet Central Asia on its maiden mission.

In Washington, NASA congratulated the Soviets on the mission. 

The Buran, as well as other shuttles still being developed, will have a 
central role in the Soviet space program, the state-run media said. 

Radio Moscow said the Buran’s railway car-sized cargo bay can house an 
entire Salyut space station. 


Angioplasty unnecessary, study says 


WASHINGTON — The expensive practice of using balloon catheters to 
force open heart arteries immediately after heart attacks, now routinely done 
at many large hospitals, is unnecessary and should be abandoned, according to 
a major study released Tuesday. 

The study found that if heart attack victims quickly receive clot-dissolving 
drugs, they usually don’t need the extra step of the common balloon proce- 
dure, known as angioplasty. Some experts said the results are good news, 
because they mean that most heart attack patients can be treated in commu- 
nity hospitals, where angioplasty is not available. 

The study also has an important financial message. Its authors estimated 
that if angioplasty was widely adopted after heart attacks, it could raise the 
nation’s annual medical bills by $704 million. 

“This trial has settled one of the most important questions in modern-day 
cardiology,” commented Dr. J. Ward Kennedy of the University of Washing- 
ton, Seattle.

Independence likely for Baltic republic 


TALLINN, U.S.S.R. — Estonia’s parliament on Wednesday will consider 
a “declaration of sovereignty” that proclaims the Baltic republic’s indepen- 
dence from the Soviet Union in all areas except defense and foreign policy. 

Its members also will weigh a related amendment to the Estonian constitu- 
tion that would bar enforcement of any new Soviet law unless it has been 
ratified by the Estonian parliament, said Edgar Savisaar, one of the leaders of 
the Estonian People’s Front, the. broad-based citizens’ group behind the 
proposal. 

Although the People’s Front claims the support of the leadership of the 
Estonian government and the Estonian Communist Party, passage of the 
proposals is by no means assured. They require a two-thirds majority in the 
285-member Supreme Soviet, or parliament, of Estonia. 

“I’m not sure they. are united,” Savisaar said: in.an interview Tuesday.

lawmakers who are ethnic Russians or members of other ethnic groups do not 
share the Estonians’ views. 


Army seeks land to clean up pollution 


SALT LAKE CITY — U.S. Bureau of Land Management officials were 
surprised to learn the Army wanted to obtain a large tract of desert land in 
order to clean up probable contamination resulting from testing programs at 
Dugway Proving Ground, a newspaper reported Tuesday. 

The Deseret News said in a series of copyright articles this week that the 
Army has requested acquisition of 66-square-miles of BLM land southwest of 
the Great Salt Lake because the ground may be littered with unexploded 
chemical and biological munitions. 

BLM officials said the Army had never explained why it wanted the land. 
And while BLM officials have been aware of the possibility of contamination in 
some parts of the tract, the Army has not answered repeated requests for 
more information. 

“We have known for some time that the Army is interested in obtaining this 
land, but it always said before it was to facilitate the ‘operational mission’ of 
Dugway,” said Jerry Meredith, chief of public affairs for the Utah office of 
BLM. “The Army has never mentioned to us before that it wanted to obtain 
this land in order to allow for cleanup of possible hazardous materials.”

On Thursday the Geography De- 
partment will give a slide/lecture pre- 
sentation on Africa. 

In addition to directing the studies 
of 350 students in the major, BYU 
geographers pursue varied research 
interests. Current topics include car- 
tographic mapping of geographical 
areas by students, said Presley. 

“There is more to geography than 
people realize, we can’t live isolated 
from the world around us,” said 
Presley. Many of the issues such as 
the destruction of the rain forests and 
the drought in Africa affect people. 

A recent Gallup Poll found that a 
large majority of American adults 
consider geography important and 
recognize that a country’s location can 
significantly affect many aspects of its 
people’s lives. 

Yet the polls showed that many 
American adults lack the basic geo- 
graphical skills needed to function in 
society or to make informed judg- 
ments about the world. and national 
affairs. 

The polls showed that 50 percent 
are unaware that Nicaragua is the 
country in which the Sandinistas and 
Contras are in conflict. 

More than half (56 percent) do not 
know the population of the United 
States. : 

One American in seven (14 percent) 
cannot identify the United States ona 
map of the world; one-fourth cannot 
identify the Soviet Union or the 
Pacific Ocean.

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Clearing the record for Dukakis 


Wednesday, November 16, 1988 


On Jan. 20 George Bush will become the next 
president. He fought a tough campaign and when 
the people spoke, he was the victor. Nothing will 
change that, and all Americans should wish him 
well and do their best to see he succeeds. Yet it is 
important to see why he won. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis lost the election for a vari- 
ety of reasons. Yes, many Americans simply did 
not agree with his positions, but a major problem in 
reviewing the election was Dukakis’ inability to 
respond quickly to the attacks. A good portion of 
Americans probably still don’t know the real 
Michael Dukakis. 

Hindsight is 20/20 and Dukakis admittedly failed 
to respond to the outrageous attacks. The Dukakis 
camp saw how ridiculous the allegations were but 
did not respond effectively. 

Both sides threw their share of mud, but Bush’s 
mud stuck, and probably did so because the country 
was relatively tinfamiliar with Dukakis: 102 

Most everyone is tired of negative campaignirig; 
but the problem is that it works» Bush’s campaign 
manager Lee Atwater said, months before the elec- 
tion, that if he could make Willie Horton a house- 
hold name, Bush would win. Dukakis was inaccu- 
rately portrayed nationally just as he was locally. 

It is important to recognize how the public has 
been deceived so in future elections the people will 
better be able to see the facts. 

A prime example is Doug Gibson. I wrote a 
column for Nov. 7, and other point/counterpoint 
articles, discussing why we should vote for Dukakis 
and Gibson wrote a column about why we should 
vote for Bush. Gibson is a good person, but he 
continually misrepresented the facts. 

The following are excerpts from Gibson’s opin- 
ions: 

“George Bush successfully defined Michael 


Dukakis tothe American populace. He revealed the 
Michael Dukakis who had opposed every single 
major weapons system.” Wrong. Among others 
Dukakis was for: M-1 Tank, Bradley fighting vehi- 
cle, increased anti-tank technology, F-15, F-14, 
FA-18, Advanced Tactical Fighter, C-17, Trident 
II, Stealth Bomber, Advanced Cruise Missile, and 
continued SDI research with less funds than we are 
currently spending in light of our budget deficit. . 
Said Gibson, “A Dukakis who would restrict the 
right of law-abiding Americans to protect them- 
selves with a handgun.” Wrong again. Dukakis was 
for the Brady Bill, a seven-day advance notice of 
the purchase of a gun so that mentally unstable 
people and convicted felons would not be able to 
obtain a gun. He was also for a ban on armor-pierc- 
ing bullets that are killing the police of this country, 
and he wanted to ban plastic guns that would be 
able to penetrate the security systems of this coun- 


try. He fully understands and respects the right of 


law-abiding citizens to possess a gun as provided 
for in the Constitution. . 

Gibson wrote, “The problem was that some areas 
of his (Dukakis) blueprint . . . higher taxes.” A lie. 
Dukakis never once said he would raise taxes. He 
has a detailed plan to lower the deficit and never did 
he say he would raise taxes — except as a last 
resort. In Massachusetts he lowered taxes five 
times in four years. 

Gibson also named two major groups that he 
blamed for nominating Dukakis. Gibson wrote, 
“They include the gay/lesbian lobby who seek to 
blame the AIDS crisis on the Reagan administra- 
tion yet fiercely resist any government attempt to 
check the disease.” Dukakis is for testing military 
personnel and incoming immigrants. 

Gibson also cited radical “super-environmental- 
ists.” This is true, Dukakis is for a healthy environ- 


ment. What a radical liberal. The Democratic 
party is proud of the wide array of supporters and 
members. They vary in opinions and positions, but 
the party is united in the realization of the differing 
opinions and the party respects the right to differ. 

This campaign was a mess. Bush, much to his 
credit, was able to set the agenda. The media fo- 
cused on Dukakis’ supposed psychiatric help, (a 
rumor spread by Atwater which proved to be to- 
tally false); Sen. Steve Symms’, R-Idaho, allega- 
tions of Kitty burning an American flag, (another 
attack that proved false); the Pledge of Allegiance 
(something every school in Massachusetts does); 
his riding in a tank; the furlough program; the 
ACLU and the definition of a liberal. 

Despite Bush and Dukakis speaking almost ev- 
eryday on the issues, the above mentioned took the 
limelight. They all proved to be false, exaggerated 
or trivial — yet they worked. The issues, or lack of, 
covered by the media was horrid, but that. is an- 


other discussion. The Bush camp attacks worked in. 


confusing the average voter. 

The informed voter in the future must look at 
both sides to get the true picture. I hope Bush does 
well in solving solve our country’s ills because 
there are many. . 

It wasn’t very often during the campaign that 
people discussed their differences on foreign trade 
deficit, the deficit, homelessness, child care, ma- 
ternity rights, prevention of drug abuse, AIDS, 
Central America, arms control, South Africa, edu- 
cation, Savings and Loan industry, farmers, the 
Middle East, environment, federal campaign fi- 
nance, and the list goes on. 

Those are the issues that are going to make areal 
difference in everyone’s life, not who can make the 
best commercial.

Fund finding 


Dear Editor: 

In a recent letter to the editor, a 
student inquired about the way in 
which the funds collected from the 
students last year for catastrophic in- 
surance were expended. 

Last year’s plan paid multiple 
claims related to vehicular accidents, 
premature births and neonatal care. 
The plan self insures a portion of the 
risk and reinsures the balance. The 
bills presented to date for claims pay- 
ment and reinsurance total 97 percent 
of the premiums collected. The 
largest claim paid under last year’s 
plan exceeded $500,000. To date no 
sums have been received by either 
the university or the insurance car- 
rier administering the plan for admin- 
istrative costs. The unrecovered uni- 
versity costs associated with the plan 
represent approximately 5 percent of 
the collected premiums and the typi- 
cal costs for and insurance carrier to 
administer such a plan are close to 10 
percent of the premiums. 

It has been interesting to find that 
some of the students who received 
benefits under the plan had actively 
opposed its adoption, and were cha- 
grined but grateful for the benefits 
when they were paid on their behalf. 


Perhaps more than other kinds of in- 
surance, catastrophic insurance pro- 
tects against the unanticipated rather 
than the expected, and represents a 
way of pooling infrequent but devas- 
tating risk at low cost among a large 
group.

Sampling 
theories 


Dear Editor: 

Our purpose in writing this letter is 
to provide a more balanced perspec- 
tive regarding the role of statistics in 
the KBYU Utah Exit Poll. The “few” 
statistics students briefly mentioned 
in previous articles include all 19 stu- 
dents enrolled in Statistics 534. This 
class is structured specifically for the 
purpose of designing the sampling 
scheme, and calculating and inter- 
preting the results. One group of stu- 
dents was responsible for estimating 
voter turnout for each of the 120 
precincts sampled, while another 
group selected the polling places and 
calculated the sampling rate. The fi- 
nal group wrote the computer pro- 
grams to estimate the proportions 
and the margins of error. These 
statistics students didn’t just meet 
over lunch and generate a few random 
numbers on Minitab. We, as a group, 
spent more than 500 hours in prepara- 
tion for Election Day, under the guid- 
ance of Dr. Howard Christensen. In 
addition, we spent all of election day 
polling, entering data, running pro- 
grams and making projections. 

According to Dr. Christensen, our 
design is a unique implementation of 
sampling theory in exit polling. As a 
result, our projections were the most 
accurate in the state. For example, in 
the presidential race, our predictions 
for Bush/Dukakis were 63/31, while 
the actual results were 67/33. Simi- 
larly, in the gubernatorial race, our 
predictions for Bangerter/Wilson/ 
Cook were 40/39/21, while the actual 
results were 40/38/21. 


This has been a very valuable learn- 
ing experience. We greatly appreci- 
ate working with Dr. Magleby and 
the Political Science Department on 
this exit poll.

Columbia drug probler 
worsened by fatalist 


If Guillermo Cano, a famous Colom- 
bian newspaper editor, was writing 
this article, he would tell you that on 
an average day there are 10 political 
murders in his country. He would tell 
you that the victims of these murders, 
sponsored mainly by the powerful 
drug cartels in Colombia, include 
teachers, farmers, peasants, artists, 
journalists, labor leaders, politicians 
and human rights activists. He would 
tell you that these people were killed 
because they spoke out against the 
“drug lords.” Unfortunately, Guil- 
lermo Cano is not able to write this 
article. He chose to speak out and was 
subsequently chosen one day to be 
among the 10. 

Perhaps the only thing more com- 
plex than the drug problem and its 
related violence in Colombia, or any- 
where in the world for that matter, is 
the difficulty of finding a solution. 
Clearly no single policy will solve the 
problem. But in all our talk of using 
the military, the death penalty for 
those involved, or cutting aid to 
“guilty countries,” we seem to be ad- 
vocating policies to fix the symptoms 
of the problem, instead of the problem 
itself. Until we understand what 
causes the problem, our efforts to find 
a solution will be in vain. 

In an effort to understand the real 
problem, I share excerpts from two 
letters I received this summer from 
friends in Colombia. The philosophi- 
cal differences they exhibit not only 
give a clue to the real cause of the 
problem, but also direction for a pos- 
sible solution. 

“Dear Brent: I hurt so much. I 
came home from work yesterday and 
found my father murdered in our liv- 
ing room .. . I will never be able to 
forget seeing him there . . . Blood all 
over the place. . . I don’t know what 
things are coming to here in Colombia 
... 1am just grateful for the teach- 
ings of the Church. It is what gives 
me hope that one day we Colombians 
can overcome the present situation. 
Your friend, Ana.” Colombia, July 
1988. 

“Dear Brent: ... I hate to admit it, 
but I have kind of fallen away from 
the Church . . . I find myself asking, 


“What’s the use?” There is so much 


wrong with Colombia. I don’t think 
things can ever change. It is easier to 
not even try.” (A good friend) Colom- 
bia, summer 1988. 

We must realize that contrary to 
popular belief, the drug problem in 


Colombia, has. not. arisen because the 
Majority of the people are evil or ben- 


efit from the drug industry. There are 
a few who fall into these categories, 
but they are a small minority. 

The reason that Colombia has be- 
come the “drug capital” of the world 
is because of a national mindset that 
permits evil activities of a minority to 
flourish. Because of predominant reli- 
gious, social, and ethical structures 
and values, Colombians have a very 
fatalistic outlook on life. In the 
United States, when confronted with 
a problem, we say “try, try again,” 
but in Colombia the prevailing philos- 
ophy seems to be “why try?” It is this 
mindset that permits the drug lords 
to build their base of support in 
Colombia. 

To the degree that people do not 
believe they can overcome the “evils” 
of society, incorrect attitudes and 
practices will dominate their society. 
This domination occurs not because 
the people are bad, but because they 
have lost faith that they can “win the 
battle.” My second letter demon- 
strates this point. My friend has been 
taught philosophies that would lead 
him to make efforts to improve 
Colombia, but as he now reverts back 
to previously held ideals, ideals that 
are commonly held in his country, his 
acceptance of current problems in- 
creases. If left up to people with 
philosophies like those in my second 
letter, the Colombian drug trade and 
its associated violence will never end. 

But there is another attitude in 
Colombia, and herein must lie our 
hope for a solution. Ana, and others 
like her, are victims of the Colombian 
drug industry and the violence that

State, 121-112 in an overtime battle 
where Smith led them with a remark- 
able 39 points. 

For the second straight game, 
Smith led the Cougars with 39 points 
enabling them to beat La Salle at 
home, 95-82. Chatman added 17 
points to the win. 

With the new year came another 
win for the Cougars, this time a 109- 
76 thrashing of Connecticut followed 
by a 97-66 win over conference foe 
Hawaii marking two straight 30-point 
victory margins. . 

The Cougars then knocked down 
the San Diego State Aztecs 92-65 
bringing their record to 11 straight 
wins. This record brought them na- 
tional attention as they were ranked 
13th in the UPI poll going into their 
Jan. 13th game in Wyoming. They 
proved to be worthy of their ranking 
and stormed the Cowboys, 83-67. 

On Jan. 19th, BYU had been voted 
into a tie for ninth place in the UPI 
poll and also headed to El Paso on the 
21st to defend 12 straight. UTEP lost 
the game by 10, 81-71. Two days 
later, the Cougars handed New Mex- 
ico their first home loss, 89-82. After 
the win, both the AP and UPI polls 
ranked BYU seventh for being the 
only undefeated team in the nation 
with their 14-0 record. 

After pounding Air Force 95-75, 
the AP ranked the Cougars No. 2 and 
the UPI ranked them No. 3, the 
highest ranking for the Cougars since 
1965. 

With 15 straight, the Cougars took 
on Tulsa at home and won 72-57 then 
went on to beat Utah State 82-64 
bringing their record to 17-0. Two 
days later, the Cougars traveled to 
Alabama to face Birmingham. The 
Cougars dropped their first loss after 
shooting 42 percent from the field and 
also dropped to No. 8 in the AP poll. 

The Cougars came back to Provo 
and behind 64 points from the front

The 1988-89 version of the BYU 
men’s basketball team is regrouping 
from last year’s 26-6 record and win- 
ning of the Western Athletic Confer- 
ence championship by uniting estab- 
lished players with transfers, mission 
returnees and redshirts. 

Coach Ladell Andersen will need to 
fill the shoes of all-WAC forward Jeff 
Chatman, center Jim Usevitch and 
guards Brian Taylor and Nate Call 
(serving a mission). Other than that, 
there will not be a lot of changes, ac- 
cording to Andersen, with the de- 
fense doing the same things as before. 

Andersen is in his 15th season as a 
collegiate coach, having produced 13 
teams with winning records and nine 
teams with 20 or more wins. In 10 of 
those seasons, Andersen’s teams 
have gone on to post-season play, and 
he was WAC Coach of the Year last 
season.

Mike Smith 

The 6-foot-91/2-inch senior forward/ 
center was last years WAC Player of 
the Year as well as GTE Academic 
All-America. He had back-to-back 39 
point games against Utah State and 
La Salle. He scored a triple-double 
against Colorado State with 20 
points, 12 rebounds and 10 assists. He 
led the WAC in scoring and needs to 
score 732 points this season to go from 
fourth-leading scorer to No. 2 scorer 
in BYU history. Andersen said, “He

The 6-2 junior guard started all 30 
games, scoring in double figures 11 
times.

is ready for another successful Season as ‘small’ forward for Jazz

Karl Malone, nicknamed the Mail- 
man, has ‘delivered’ for the Utah 
Jazz, in a big way. Last year he was 
fifth in the league in scoring (27.7 
points-per-game) and fourth in re- 
bounding (12). Since he was picked 
13th in the.1985 NBA draft by the 
Jazz, 12 other teams have regretted 
passing over the dominating player. 

The Mailman has earned national 
recognition for himself and the Jazz 
by scoring 552 free throws and mak- 
ing 986 rebounds. 

He led the Jazz in.scoring 63 times 
and in rebounds 59 times. He led the 
West in last season’s NBA All-Star 
Game with 22 points and 10 boards. 
Malone was fifth in the league in min- 
utes played. 

At 6 feet 9 inches and 256 pounds 
it’s stretching it to call the Mailman a 
small forward, the way he dominates 
the boards and finishes on the break. 

In three of seven games the Jazz 
played in the second round of the 
playoffs Malone played 48 minutes 
and averaged 29 points and 12 re- 
bounds. 

After last season’s bitter seventh 
game loss to the Lakers in the second 
round of the playoffs, Malone predicts 
that with a lot of work the Jazz can go 
all the way this year. He said, “Last 
year we just didn’t have the bench we 
needed, but we do this year in rookies 
like (Eric) Leckner and Jose (Ortiz). 

“They (the rookies) have a lot to 
learn in. a short amount of time, but 
they’ve demonstrated a willingness to 
work by things like staying after 
practice to work out and working on 
their own.” 

Rookie teammate and first Jazz 


pick Eric Leckner said, “Because of 


his size, Malone is virtually unstop- 


pable in the league. 


“He can do anything he wants on 
the court. He can shoot off-balance, in 
the lane, over people and because of 
his strength he can move people,

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Middle aged parents 
financially trapped

NEW YORK — Caught in a vise 
between the financial needs of chil- 
dren and the care of elderly parents, a 
generation of Americans is con- 
fronted with planning problems lack- 
ing a quick solution. 

They are the “sandwich genera- 
tion,” age 45 to 55 years, with college- 
age children and limited-income par- 
ents. 

It is growing because of biological 
and sociological factors. 


Among those factors: parents are 
living longer without their income- 
producing years being extended; and 
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money for nothing 
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young marrieds are waiting before 
having children. Thus, this genera- 
tion’s parents become more depen- 
dent just as the offspring prepare for 
or enter college. 

To deal with this, financial planners 
are seeking creative investment tech- 
niques, but most of those techniques 
require many years to become effec- 
tive. 

Moreover, the method of shifting 
assets to a controlled trust and auto- 
matically getting them back after the 
parents’ demise no longer works, 
thanks to the 1986 Tax Reform Act. 

In addition, the tax laws make inef- 
ficient the technique of providing sup- 
port from the checkbook because such 
funding involves after-tax dollars, ef- 
fectively reducing the benefit to 72 
cents on the dollar. —

Judge Allen Wallace in the Charlotte circuit 
court in Tennessee delivered a two-year “pretrial 
diversion” against Robert Dee Campbell, 20, a mis- 
sionary of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, during his Monday arraignment. 

Campbell, a native of Idaho, was indicted on two 
counts of child sexual assult by a Dickson County 


for the Charlotte circuit court office, said the circuit 
court did not decide if Campbell is guilty. 

The legal procedure of pretrial diversion states 
that if Campbell is not in any legal trouble within 
two years, the sexual assault charges will be 
dropped. “All (Campbell’s) records will be also dis- 
patched (from the Charlotte circuit court) if he pays 
$25,” Bowker said. But if he is involved in any legal 
charge during the two-year period of pretrial diver- 
sion, then he will be convicted on two counts of
